II. To conſider the Obligatiori all Chriſtians 


lie under, to frequent the Lord's Supper. 


We are obliged to it in Point of indiſpen- 
ſible Duty, and in Obedience to a plain Pre- 
cept and Injunction of our bleſſed Saviour, that 
great ® Lawgiver, who is able to fave and to 
* deſtroy —Do this, ſays he, in Remembrance 
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| * of me.” Now whether we conſider this 
| Command as given in Charge immediately to 
the Apoſtles, as ſuch, or as Repreſentatives of 


the Chriſtian People at large, the Precept muſt 


| be acknowledged to be very obligatory and 
| binding, In the firſt View, we ſee that he 


commanded his Apoſtles, and through them 


| all ſucceeding Miniſters of the New Covenant, 
to do what he had done bgfore them, namely, 
to take Bread and Wine, to bleſs and diſtribute 


them. And if it be incumbent on Paſtors ſtrict- 


| ly to follow and obſerve this Order, it can 


ſurely be no leſs the Duty of thoſe committed 
to their Care, to receive from them the con- 
ſecrated Elements, the Obligation being cer- 
tainly mutual; for unleſs there be ſome to 
receive, there needs none to adminiſter, In the 
latter View, the Obligation is equally binding, 
and ſtill more direct; all Chriſtians ſtanding 
equally in need of that Sacrifice made by the 
Death of Chriſt, here to be remembered, and 
all equally bound to. obey every Law and 
Ordinance of Chriſt. 

Bur farther : This Sacrament, as we know, 
owes its Origin to our Redeemer ; that is, to 
one who has infinitely obliged us; to one, who - 
has redeemed us from the Curſe of the Law, 
being made a Curſe for us: who his own. 
ſelf bare our Sins in his own Body on the 


Tree, by whoſe ſtripes we are healed ;* and 


who inſtituted it, as we have juſt now ob- 
ſerved, in the moſt affecting Conjuncture 
imaginable, when he was on the Point of 
oftering up his Life for us: Surely there ariſes 

3 | i . 
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from hence a moſt powerful Motive to the 
religious Diſcharge of it. Men uſe dit 7 
to obſerve the Directions of a dying Friend, 
and (unleſs it be very difficult and unreaſonable) 
perform what he direQs. O what regard ſhould 
we not then ſhew to the Requeſt of our beſt 
Friend, when he was preparing to offer up 
himſelf a Sacrifice for us ; to undergo, as we 
have been mentioning, the moſt grievous Pains 
and Sufferings, and to yield up himſelf to one 
of the worſt of temporal Deaths, that he might 
deliver us from the moſt bitter Pains of eternal 


death? © Had he bid us do ſome great Thing, 


* would we not have done it? How much 
rather then, when he ſaith only, Eat, O 
Friends! and drink, O beloved! in Remem- 
% brance of me.” This laſt and dying Requeſt 
of our beft Friend, I ſay, thould ſtick by us, 
and make a ſtrong Impreſſion upon our Minds; 
eſpecially, if we add thereto thoſe other Words 
of his, not long before his Death; © Greater 
Love hath no Man than this, than that a 
Man lay down his Life for his Friend: Ye 
v are my Friends, if ye do whatſoever I com- 


mand you.“ ls it not a wonderful Love 


that he has expreſſed to us, and worthy to be 
had in everlaſting Remembrance? And what 
does he expect from us, but by way of thank- 
ful Acknowledgement to celebrate the Re- 


membtance of it, by the frequent Participation 


of this bleſſed Sacrament? God forbid that 


we ſhould ever think a Command of the bleſſed 


Jeſus, who has done and ſuffered ſo much 
for our Sakes, does not bring us under the 


ſtrongeſt 
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Hol COMMUNION. 12 
ſtrongeſt Obligation to make a ſolemn Me- 
morial of bis unſpeakable Love, and the in- 
numerable Bleſſings he has purchaſed for us! 


It is a certain Sign we have no great Senſc 


of the Benefit, when we forget him Days 
without Number. We ſhould be ſo far from 
neglecting this Ordinance, that we ſhould 
heartily thank God for every Opportunity he 


offers us, of thus ſhewing forth his Death, and 
our grateful Remembrance of it. Methinks 
we ſhould long, with holy David, (who ſaw 


but the Shadow of theſe Bleſſings) to be 


ſatisfied with the good Things of God's Houle, 
and to compaſs his Altar ; and ſhould cry out 
with him, O when ſhall I come and appear 
u before thee? My Soul longeth, yea, even 
u fainteth for the Courts of the Lord, and-my 
| ® Fleſh crieth out for the living God !* Had 
| we, therefore, but a juſt Eſteem of Things, we 
| ſhould account it the greateſt Unhappineſs in 
| the World to be debarred of this Privilege, 


which yet we do deliberately and frequently 


| refuſe to partake of, 


Should it be aſked here, how often are we 


| then to receive the holy Sacrament ? I anſwer, 


the Scriptures have not determined this Point; 


neither have they declared how often we muſt = 
go to Church; nor how often we muſt give 


Alms; nor what Quantity of our Subſtance 


we muſt part with in Charity. Theſe Things, 


and many others of the like kind, are and 
muſt be left to our own Diſcretion, as well on 
Account of the various Circumſtances of Life, 
wherein it was impoſſible to provide in one 
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and the ſame way for all, as for a Trial of 
our Love to Chriſt. All therefore I would 
ſay on this Matter is, that I cannot but think 
it a very great Irregularity for any ſerious and 
religious Perſon to join in the other Parts of 
the Service, and to withdraw when the Sa- 
ctament is adminiſtered, This is as abſurd as 
it would be to go away in the middle of the 
Prayers, or Sermon. And it is owing purely 
to Cuſtom, that one is reckoned ſcandalous, 
and the other not fo. In ſhort, the general 
Rule to be obſerved by all good Chriſtians is, 
to embrace every Opportunity that offers itſelf 
in the Place where they live, to remember 


their Saviour in the age which he has _— 


cially appointed. 


III. 1 proceed to my Bird Conſideration, 
concerning the proper Diſpofitions for receiv- 


ing the Lord's Supper. 


And here it wil be neceſſary to hack Re- 
courſe to the Words of the Inſtitution, * Do 
5 this in Remembrance of me; for whoever 
remembers his Saviour in a due Manner, 
cannot fail of being acceptably admitted to 
his Table. Now although the Words, * Do 
55 this in Remembrance of me,” do not ex- 
preſly mention how we are to remember 
Chriſt, it is evident, that this Command carries 
in it whatever can be the Matter of a Com- 
memoration; for as it is not enough, when 
any Perſon deſires us to remember him, to 
call to Mind barely that ſuch a Perſon once 
lived among us, without remembering alſo, 

1 what 
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„ what Manner of Man he was, and what he 


had done for us; ſo would it be a barren 


and fruitleſs Remembrance. of Chriſt to re- 
member merely that once this divine Perſon 
dwelt among us, without contemplating at the 
ſame Time, what the Apoſtles beheld, — 
His Glory; the Glory as of the only begot- 
5 ten Son of God, full of Grace and Truth.“ 
Surely then, in order to remember him as we 
ought to do, we muſt not only conſider what 
he is in his own Nature, but alſo under thoſe 
ſeveral exalted and important Offices he is 
ſaid in Scripture to have taken on him, as 
our Prie/t, our Prophet, and our King ; and 
eſpecially under the firſt of theſe, ſince one 


of the great Ends of this Holy Rite is declared 


to be, © to ſhew forth the Lord' 8 Death till 
5 he come.” 
But as I have enlarged. on 8 | Fo at 
in the enſuing Devotions, I ſhall refer the 
Reader thereto, and here only give a brief 
Account of the pious Diſpoſitions which the 
Remembrance of Chrift is apt to excite, and. 
ſhould ever be attended with; and thoſe are 
Repentance, Thankfulneſs, and Charity; all 
founded in a lively Faith in Chriſt's Death, 
and the Mercies offered us through Him. 


As to the firſt: The Remembrance of | 


Chriſt's Death brings naturally, to. our Minds. 
the Cauſe of that Death; which was to be a 
Propitiation for the Sims of Mankind: Now, 
if this be conſiderately weighed, it cannot fail. 
4 producing 1 in us the ſtrongeſt Averſion to- 
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Sig, and ought to lead us to a true Repentance. 
In the Blood of Chriſt we ſee our own 
Condemnation; and in the bitter Sufferings 
he underwent, the due Reward of our evil 
Deeds, It is not poſſible to conceive, that 
a ftronger Proof than this could be exhibited 
of God's Hatred againſt Sin, and conſe- 
quently, of the Obligation which lies upon 
us to avoid it. Had God indeed, out of his 
infinite Grace and Goodneſs, (ſuppoſing it to 
have been not inconſiſtent with his Attributes) 
freely vouchſafed a Pardon to all paſt Sins, 
without exacting any Satisfaction at all, or 
by accepting any ſuch inſufficient Satisfaction 
as ſinful Men could have been capable of 
making, we muſt indeed have admired the 
exceeding Abundance of his Mercy ; but at 
the ſame time, his infinite Hatred againſt Sin 
would not have been ſo clearly diſplayed. But 
now that he © withholds not his Son, his 
* only Son from us, but delivers Him up for 
* us All;” when, at the ſame time that he is 
pardoning the Sinner, he inflicts the heavieſt 
Puniſhment of Sin upon the beſt and moſt 
innocent Perſon that ever lived in the World, 
(voluntarily ſubmitting to undergo theſe Suf- 
ferings for us). This is an abundant Proof, 
what a high and tender Concern God has for 
the Honour and Authority of his juſt and 
righteous Commandments: how great the 
 Malignity- and Danger of Sin is, (fince he 
_ choſe rather that his own beloved Son ſhould I | 
bleed and die for it, than that it ſhould go C4 
unpuniſhed) and conſequently, how great |

hor it, as the moſt accurſed Thing. With- 


| out a firm Reſolution to * perfect Holineſs in 
the Fear of God, no Act of Devotion 
whatever can be pleaſing to Him; much leſs. 


the moſt ſolemn Part of it, The Communion 


of the Body and Blood of Chriſt. * We know 
* that God heareth not Sinners; their very 
* Prayers are an Abomination.* It is an 


Inſult rather than an Act of Devotion, to hon- 


our him with our Lips, when our Hearts are 


far from Him; and ſuch Hypocriſy fhall 
5 receive the greater Condemnation,” It ap- 


: pears by the whole Tenor of the Goſpel; 


that without Repentance we can have no 


Share in the Death of Chriſt ; and therefore- 
it is to no Purpoſe for us, in an unrepenting 
Condition, to partake of the ſolemn Com- 


memoration of it: For to come thus to the 


Lord's Table, is acting directly oppoſite to 
the Deſign of this Holy Sacrament, Which 
implies a formal Declaration that we ac- 
i knowledge Jeſus Chriſt for our Lord and. 


Maſter, and that we ſubmit ourſelves to his: 


Authority, and do thereby promiſe, virtually _ 
at leaſt, that we will always obey bim: — In, 

which Declaration it behoves us to be very 
| ferious and ſincere. 
{ Secondly, It is ſurely very nw to be 
touched with the moſt ſenſible Gratitude in ap- 
| proaching the Lord's Table, where we call to. 
our Remembrance the amazing and inexpreſſi- 


ble Love of Chriſt in laying. down his 1 
* . O. 
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an Averſion we ought ever to have for it, ſo. 
as to hate and forſake, to renounce and ab- 
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for us, and the extraordinary and ineſtimable 
Effects of that Love, in the Benefit of our 
Redemption: And ſurely our Commemora- 
tion of this great Lover of Souls muſt be very 
faint, and very lifeleſs, if it does not inflame 
us with the moſt ſincere, the moſt tender 
Love towards Him, that has ſo loved us, as 
to * give himſelf for us, and lay down his Life 
* for our Sakes. “ The leaſt we can do on 
our Part, * is to love him, becauſe he firſt 


loved us.“ The dreadful Deſtruction he 
has delivered us from, the bleſſed Inheritance 


he has purchaſed us a Title to, are Benefits 
ſo great, ſo aſtoniſhing, ſo much beyond all 
Poſſibility of Requital, that we cannot but 
return him our moſt humble and hearty 
Thanks for the ſame: And indeed, a Man 
need not have attained to any very great De- 
gree of Perfection to do this, Our Saviour 
ſuppoſes this Affection to have a Place even 
among thoſe who had the leaſt Reputation ſor 
Virtue in his Time. * If you love them 
which love you, ſays he, what Reward 
55 have ye; do not even the Publicans the 
5s ſame ? And it is well known, that In- 
_ gratitude has been every where condemned 
and abhorred, not only among the polite and 
' civilized, but even among the moſt ignorant 

and barbarous of all Nations. 
But thirdly, Another Diſpoſition abſolutely 
requiſite on this Occaſion, is Charity We 
muſt be in Charity with all Men, for whom, 
as well as for us, our Saviour was pleaſed to

IV. I proceed, in the fourth Place, to an- 
ſwer ſome Excuſes, and rectify ſome Miſtakes 
in this Matter. 

What has been already offered, plainly 
ſhews how groundleſs and vain that Excufe 


is, which is commonly pleaded, for the Omiſ- 
ſion of this Duty, namely, the want of ſuffi-_ 


cient Time to prepare ſor it. The neceſſary 
Qualifications (abovementioned) for this Duty, 
are ſuch only in general, as are neceſfary to 
the right Performance of all other Duties of 
the Chriſtian Life, and without which we 


cannot be Chriſtians indeed, true Diſciples of 
JEsus CarisT, It is a great Miſtake to 


think, that theſe Qualifications are to be ac- 


quired juſt when we attend on this Duty, and 


afterward to be no more regarded ; but they 


ought to precede, to accompany, and to 


follow it: For a continual Endeavour to 


ſanctify ourſelves ſhould be the Buſineſs of 
our whole Lives; and the ſame Chriſtian 


Graces we are required to bring with us 


to this holy Sacrament,” we are bound to 
practiſe at all Times, whether we come 
to the Sacrament or not. It is true, when we 
are about to receive, we ought to examine 

ourſelves, and, when we have Leiture for it, 


quicken our Devotion ; and in the Solemnity 
itſelf 
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itſelf put our Virtues in Motion, (if the Ex- 
preſſion may be uſed) by exerciſing them in 


the beſt Manner we can, on the great Objects 
that preſent themſelves to our Minds, the 


thankful Remembrance of Chriſt, and the 
Inferences that naturally low 84 it: But 


that hinders not, but the chief Preparation 


conſiſts more in a good Life, than in the 


Devotions we have been uſing juſt before the 
Time of receiving. For indeed, the great 


Matter tg be attended to, is the general Tenor 
of our Lives; ig which, if there be but a 


Regularity and Evenneſs in - well-doing ; if 
there be 15 an honeſt and good Heart, a Man 


may. go. forth to his Work, and to his Labour on 


Saturday, and be a good Communicant on Sun- 


day. The only Precept we have relating to 
any previous Preparation, is that given by St. 


Paul, 1 Cor. xi. 21. of examining ourſelves : 

But neither our Saviour nor his Apoſtles have 
told us how much Time ought to be ſpent in 
this religious Exerciſe: And indeed it was 


not poſſible to do it, becauſe of the great Di- 


verſity of Men's States and Tempers, and the 
different Degrees of Leiſure one Man enjoys 
above another. A Man who is placed in ſuch 
a low Station of Life, that he muſt earn his 
Bread by the conſtant Sweat of his Brow, 
would not anſwer the End of Providence, was 
he to paſs that Time in Retirement and De- 


votion, which he ought to employ in Labour 


for his Subſiſtence. Whilſt at the ſame Time 
that he follows the Work of his Calling, and 
endeavours to provide for his F amily with 


honeſt

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honeſt Induſtry, and truſts in God's Pro- 
vidence, and is content with his Condition, 


he is in the Way of his Duty; and a faith- 


ful Diſcharge of that can never diſqualify 


him for the Sacrament ; on the contrary, he 


is then doing Service to the Lord, and is 
habitually prepared for all religious Duties. 


It is worth obſerving, that the Duty of re- 


ceiving the Sacrament, is incumbent on all 


Ranks, © High and Low, Rich and Poor, 


* one with another; and therefore our 


bleſſed Lord, who enjoined the ſtrict Obſer- 


vation of it to all, muſt be ſuppoſed to re- 
quire ſuch Preparation for it only as is con- 
ſiſtent with all Stations of Life; and conſe- 


quently nothing that is above the Condition 


or Capacity of the meaneſt Perſon. And as 


we have abundant Reaſon to belicve that our 


daviour intended it for a Part of ordinary 
Chriſtian Worſhip, ſo we muſt needs con- 
clude that he will ever approve ſuch kind of 
Preparation, as is reſpectively ſuitable to 
Ithe various Ranks and Conditions of Men. 


And ſurely there is no Condition of Lite ſq 


ſtrait, ſo very laborious, but that therein a 
Man may find ſome Interval, in the very BRa 
God in 
devout Ejaculations; and certainly he may 
always have Time enough to worſhip God, 
before he lies down, and after he rifes up; 
and by riſing a little ſooner, or only a little 


of Buſineſs, to lift up his Heart to 


later lying down to Reſt, he may redeem 


Time enough from his Sleep to enlarge his 
Devotions, to examine the State of his Soul, 
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and by the Exerciſe of Repentance and 
Thankfulneſs, Faith, Hope, and Charity, 
Prepare himſelf in the beſt Manner for a 
worthy Approach to the Lord's Table. The 
Forms of Examination, and the Devotions 
following, are intended to help. him in theſe 
Exerciſes, 

And here, perhaps, it may not be improper 
to add a Word or two concerning Servants, 
and particularly thoſe, who are known by their

and their Hearts awakened to conſider the 
great Iniquity and Danger of a groſs Neglect. 
Is this a Duty incumbent only upon thoſe of 
| a higher Rank? Is it not the indiſpenſible 
| Duty of every Rank and Station? Is not every 
| Chriſtian bound to love and obey Jeſus Chriſt, 
and to remember him in his holy Ordinance?— 
| Leifure cannot be wanting for this Duty; 
for the whole Day is conſecrated to De- 
votion when they are expected to perform it. 
And I need not add any Thing to what has 
been faid about the Time to be employed in 
Preparation. Many of thoſe to whom I. now 

| ſpeak, have too much upon their Hands, and 

| it would be a double Advantage to them, to 
have ſome of it employed to religious Purpoſes. 
But perhaps ſome of the well-diſpoſed of this 
| Claſs may ſay, © That they would gladly lay 
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„ them Leave, and countenance and en- 
e courage them in ſo doing.” To ſuch Ser- 
vants I fay, beware of the unreaſonable and 
unwarrantable Fear of Man: Be afraid of 
_ offending God; let him be your Fear, and lit 
Him be your Dread : Never let the Fear of 
Man lead you to neglect or tranſgreſs the 
Duty which you owe to God *. "If your 
Maſters do not begin with you, and admoniſh 
you of your Duty, take Courage to ſpeak to 
them, and aſk their Leave, where that Nay 
be neceflaiy.
